Guilt triumphant over Innocence, 
OR THE 


STORY OF EMMA SOMERTON. 


If to awaken the sympathy of the heart in ano- 
ther, and to elicit the noblest feelings that heart 
can boast, be an object whereon language were 
well bestowed, it is to be hoped that the following 
tale will not be unacceptable to a class of your, 
readers, to whose sensibility it is particularly ad 
dressed. 

In a romantic village in the North of England, 
which health might have chosen as her habitation, 
and content as her resting place, there resided a 
family whose melancholy destiny, though long un- 
mourned, now claims the willing tribute of my

Like the rose of the morning, that blows in the 
freshness of beauty, and charms the senses with 
its delightful fragrance, and the tempt ng perfec 
tion of its glowing hues, so the beauteous Emma 
expanded to the world. I have seldom scen a 
face so fan, or a form in which elegance and dig- 
nity were so fully combined as that which graced 
the lovely Emma; and the accomplishments of 
her mind vied only with the perfeciion of her per- 
son, combining indeed in one blaze of beauty, all 
that can please or captivate the heart,—sure pre- 
ventatives, | had once thought, to the unhallowed 
gauze of libertinism, or the approach of lawless pas- 
sion; alas! that [ should now have to deplore 
their destroying influence!

ferent countries. A permission was necessary s 
he obtained it, with an exclusiwe privilege in the 
year 1632, Such papers had been in use for ® con. 
siderable time at Venice, and were called Ga- 
zettes, because a small coin called Gazetta was 
paid for r-ading them. ‘This is the origin of our 
Gazettes, nd ‘heir name About ten years after- 
waids, they were common in England, by the namp

The difference lies 
in the vast disproportion of wages, and in the taxes, | 
Here a mechanic receives from a dollar to ten, and 
oftentimes twelve shillings a day. In many places 
of England, scarcely a third of that sum is paid : 
while the taxes are so great as to reduce even 
that sum to a mere pittance. It cannot be a mat- 
ter of surprise, under these circumstances, that a 
third of the population of England is actually de- 
pendant on public charity for subsistance.
